What’s What 
In Edmonton 


—Q-— 
(By John Mackenzie) 


Historical details of the Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and B. C. Railway, known 
some years ago as the “Eternally D--d 
and Badly Constructed Railway”, were 
recounted in the House in the debate 
on the Northern Railways Thursday. 
One member recounted how before the 
reconditioning the train made an ay- 
erage speed of two miles per hour, and 
passengers had to be strapped in their 
berths.

FARMERS WARNED TO TEST 
GERMINATION OF SEED

It has come to the attention of the 
Alberta department of agriculture 
that a large percentage of grain in 
the province is displaying poor germ- 
ination qualities. It is most impor- 
tant that, before seeding commences, 
the farmers should have their seed 
thoroughly tested for germination, 
This can be done -for a nominal fee 
by sending samples to the Dominion 
eed branch office at Calgary. It is 
believed that there is plenty of geod 
yuality of seed in the province to fill 
il] demands, but it is important that 
armers make certain of the quality 
of their seed before seeding. Those 
who have not made arrangements for 
seed or who have not seed available 
nay secure high quality seed through 
the provincial marketing plant at 
Edmonton,

Attendance at Banff National Park i» 
1925 broke all records according to 
Supt. Stronach. The park revenue 
amounted to $140,000 during the seas- 
on, and more than 67,000 people regis- 
tered at the hotels. Nearly 80,000 
people passed through the east en- 
trance of the park alone, which was 
47 per cent, greater than the previous 
year.
